It* s  funny  that  the  feeling  I  had  was  not  one  of  sadness  exactly 
but  an  unexplained  empty  feeling  at  the  pit  of  my  stomach.  How  fast 
could  four  "ears  go  by  l ’.  Why  it  seemed  that  I  had  not  had  time  to  do 
all  the  things  I  had  planned,  and  here  I  was  walking  down  the  aisle 
with  the  rest  of  my  classmates  on  Class  Night,  How  strange  that  these 
surroundings  seemed  all  at  once  familiar  and  dear  to  me,  I  can  remem¬ 
ber  when  this  ver  /  high  school  seemed  very  unfriendly — the  first  day 
of  school  back  in  September  1945,  We  seemed  to  be  out  of  place  here. 
We  were  so  small  compared  to  the  upper  classmen  and  this  made  us  feSl 
very  scared  and  uncertain. 

Some  how  we  went  through  the  first  new  experience  of  attending  a 
dance--The  Freshmen  Party,  After  having  been  initiated  or  tortured  a 
whole  day  by  the  Seniors,  we  were  rewarded  by  the  dance.  Everything 
was  on  the  House,  We  were  Queens  for  a  day,  but,  we  felt  a  little 
awkward  as  none  of  us  knew  very  well  how  to  dance.  What  with  the  1 
and  1-2  step  system  going  through  our  minds,  we  were  not  very  good 
conversationalists. 

Elections  were  held  and . the  following  officers  were  chosen:  Velma 
Kwiatkowski,  President;  Benjamin  Stratman,  Vice-President;  Ernest 
LeBlanc,  Treasurer;  and  Florence  Remillard,  Secretary,  Upon  the  re¬ 
signation  of  Ernest  LeBlanc,  Lillian  DuBois  was  elected  Treasurer*  In 
January  1946  Uncle  Sam  called  Ben  for  the  service  and  Paul  Levesque 
replaced  him  in  the  Vice-Presidency, 

The  first  dance  sponsored  by  our  class  was  held  on  Washington1 s 
Birthday,  and  I  remember  how  Miss  Wanagel,  our  Class  Advisor,  helped 
us  in  this  venture.  This  was  our  first  big  adventure  and  we  were  very 
proud  that  it  was  a  success  both  financially  and  socially.  Some  of  us 
knew  the  basic  step  to  a  fox  trot  by  now  and  the  dancing  as  well  as 
the  conversation  was  a  trifle  smoother. 

The  next  thing  I  remember  was  Velma  Kwiatkowski,  on  the  "Rumbrs 
are  Flying  Program.’'  Every  time  this  program  went  on,  we  were  pretty 
sure  that  Velma  would  probably  be  relating  our  innermost  secrets-  to 
the  High  School  crowd. 

Class  meetings  in  our  Sophomore  year  were  spirited,  but  we  final¬ 
ly  decided  upon  the  following  officers;  Leo  ReMllard,  President; 
Gladys  Pichie,  Vice-President;  Del  St.  Germain,  Secretary;  Lilliane 
DuBois,  Treasurer.  This  weighty  problem  being  solved,  all  our  at¬ 
tention  was  centered  on  our  big  Thanksgiving  Dance.  This  turned  out 
to  be  quite  an  affair.  We  had  the  "Jolly  Hoboes"  for  an  orchestra 
and  we  had  loads  of  fun.  Basketball  games  kept  us  busy  Tuesday  and 
Friday  nights.  There  isn’t  much  else  to  remember  in  our  Sophomore 
year  except  that  I  thought  we  were  in  school  for  ever  and  ever  and  we 
were  looking  forward  to  a  century  of  fun. 

In  our  Junior  year,  the  officers  were  President,  Paul  Levesque; 
Vice-President,  Gene  Trudeau;  Secretary,  Silvia  Barrows;  Treasurer, 
Lilliane  DuBois;  and  the  popular  saving  "Let’s  put  up  a  petition”  was 
the  predominant  saving  In  our  Junior  year.  They  never  did  any  good 
though. 

A  big  day  in  our  Junior  Year  was  October  10th.  Our  class  rings 
had  come  in  and  thev  were  ours  to  wear.  The  30th  of  that  same  month 
we  held  our  Halloween  Dance.  What  fun  we  had  that  night.  We  had  the 
people  attending  the  dance  enter  the  back  way  and  go  through  the 

darkened  shower  rooms  where  ghosts,  cold  clammy  hands,  and  shriek 
greeted  them.  This  started  the  dance  with  a  great  bang  and  I  don't 
believe  we’ll  ever  enjoy  ourselves  that  much  again.

After  the  Christmas  vacation  all  we  could  hear  at  school  was 
talk  of  the  Junior’s  Gala  Affair,  "he  Prom.  Jeannlne  Bouvierwas  our 
capable  chairman  and  all  the  plans  were  elaoorat el/  made  and  we  a- 
walted  the  great  day,  April  15.  It  was  a  beautiful  night  and  in  the 
auditorium  was  an  array  of  colorful  tables  arranged  around  the  dance 
floor  giving  the  effect  of  a  French  Sidewalk  Cafe.  This  mingled  with 
the  light  pastel  shades  of  all  those  '•'eautiful  gowns  /as  quite  a 
thing  to  see.  Yes,  I’ll  never  forget  that  night -

The  first  chance 
we  got  we  had  a  Class  meeting  and  elected  our  most  capable  Class  Of¬ 
ficers.  Paul  Levesque,  President;  Gene  Trudeau,  Vice-President; 
Silvia  Narrows,  Secretary;  Lilliane  DuBois,  Treasurer 

A  bit  of  news  that  exploded  in  our  midst  like  the  atom  bomb 
was  tuc  fact  that  we  were  given  permission  to  go  on  a  class  trip  to 
Washington  providing  we  were  able  to  raise  all  the  money.  Of  course^ 
we  agreed  at  once  that  it  could  easily  be  done.  Easily  was  not  the 
word  we  worked,  scrimped,  sponsored  a  series  of  dances,  raffles,  pa¬ 
per  drives,  whist  parties,  plays,  sold  candy  bars.  Readers’  Digest, 
etc.  even  participated  in  an  exclusive  Fashion  Show  that  Miss  Ballou 
directed.
